ment of psychology of Columbia Uni- 
versity has been making extensive 
tests to determine, a* far as possible, 
tho mental difference between the men 
of Columbia College and the women of 
BarnarJ.

BAR DEMANDS 


LAW CHANGES 


Grand Jury Provisions Should 


Be Altered. 


Qualifications Should Be De- 


termined In, Advance So 
that Decisions Will Stand, 


SAX FRASCISCO, W«. 0.—The long^ 


(landing dissatisfaction uf the legal fra- 
ternity with the grand jury system luu 
been revived by Hie recent troublesome 
time-consuming tatties employed by thn 
lawyers for |*rnoiu Indicted by the 
present lonit grand jury in the attempt 
to urovo disqualification of members of 
the body on account of alleged bias or 
prejudice. 
liu old bugbear that tho grand jury 


system it antiquated and unwieldly will 
be attacked by the Bar association of 
Ban Frauclsco. A special committee on 
legislation will net in conjunction with 
tho sUnding committee in proposing a, 
change iu the sections of the penal code 
dealing with the challenging at tlie panel 
of a grand jury or its individual mem- 
bers. 
The special committee of the Bar as- 


sociation will be appointed this month 
nnd will seek to formulate and pass at 
tho next session of the legislature cer- 
tain amendments to the grand jury and 
other state laws. 


Walter B. Cope'i Views. 


Walter B. Cope, president of_th° Bar- 


association, "Stated thai "the difficulty 
with the law regarding the impaneling 
of the grand jury and the qualifications 
of the jurors lay in the fact that only 
"the people or a person held to answer 
a charge for » public offense may chal- 
lenge the panel of a grand jury or itn 
individual juror." Under this provision 
of the law, passed in 1873, when public. 
i«secutions were by Indictment,' In- 
stead of uy petty jury, the person in- 
dicted cannot challenge a grand jury 
for bias or prejudice, for he ia neither 
"the people" nor the "person held to 
answer," as an'indictment differs from 
being held to answer. An accused per- 
sou is held to answer.only through a, 
preliminary hearing, which is denied the 
person indicted. Herein the law is out 
uf date and the time spent in attempt- 
ing to disqualify jurors after they'have 
been Impaneled is generally wasted, as 
the provision is not clear as to who is 
legally able to challenge. 


Some means is necessary of determin- 


ing the qualifications of grand jurors in 
the same manner ns trialu'urors when 
thev are impaneled—so that their de» 
clsions cannot be legally questioned af- 
terward.

•'This 1s the direct contrary of what 


President MoKialey' told mo wat his 
attitude iu the matter, and .Mr. Cortel- 
yon, who waa then his private tec-re- 
:ary, wrltet me that the late president 
sever made Buch a request, nor 'further 
the efforts of any one to bring about 
an appoiatment,' nor would he permit 
any one of hia administration to do to. 
Ho was scrupulously particular in thia 
respect, and he made no compromise 
with his amvictiona on the subject. 


"An tor Mr. Storert assertion that. I 


authorised him to make aueh a state- 
ment as ho a»ya he wat authorized to 
make to tho pope, it is untrue. I gavq 
lim no aueh authoritation. Mr, Storer 
proceedi to aay that he, at once wrote 
me a, letter, giving a full account of hit 
viait to the ratieai, and of the message 
he personally gave the pope. A care- 
ful search of the ales in my office fails 
a show any such letter. I norsr re- 
ceived from him any letter giving an 
aecount of hit visit to tho Vatican and 
i:s conversation with the pope, as ho 
now says ho Bent ino, aud this w evi- 
dent from tho letters' which bo gives 
aa written by mo to him.on December 
37th and December 30tb, in which, as 
you will see, I specifically state that I 
Sid nut know whether' or not ho had 
even called at the Vatican, and that he 
mght 'merely have seen some cardinal 
privately' a statement wholly incom- 
jatible with my having received such 
a letter as that which he says ho sent. 


"I say that I never received such a 


letter as that which Mr. Storer alleged 
he wrote me. 1 may add that I am by 
no meant certain he over sent me such 
a letter; mv doubt being due to the 
facts Tarn "about to set forth, .which 
Bhow that when he-now attempts to de- 
seribe tho letters he sent me, Storer s 
memory becomes marvelously treacher-. 


"""On pages 23 .to 87 ol his pamphlet 
Storer Vrite. as Mtow. 
(He having 


first stated from my letters h«, gath- 
ered that 1 resolved to"rcpudiate all 
authority for hia action and appear ig- 


oaortly'after wrltlig this I received 


another letter from the president. I 
quote the portions referring to this 
matter: 
• 
, . ..' . 
"'Let me repeat to you/that in ref- 


erence to matters affecting the Catholic 
church events have absolutely (and con- 
eluaively) shown that while you are 
ambassador you must keep absolutely 
clear of any'dced or word in Ron*^°' 
elsewhere which would seem to differ- 
entiate your position from that of oth- 
er ambassadors. Tho mere fact of a 
(the) report in the newspapers in the 
Vatican (has) had a very unfyrtunate 
effect. 1 daresay yoir did not call. You 
may have seen some cardinal privately, 
but the unpleasant talk over the affair 
emphasizes the need of extreme ciri 
cumspection while you are in your pres- 
ent position. While I am president add 
vou are an ambassador, neither ft us 
in his public relations is to «|t as 
Catholic or Protestant, Jew or Gentile, 
and we have to be careful not merely 
to do what is right, hut so to carry 
ourselves as to show that we are 'doing 
what is right. I shall ask you .not to 
quote me to any person in any shape or 
any way in connection with any affair 
of the Catholic church, and yourself 
not to take action of any kind which 
will give ground for belief that you as 
nn American ambassador are striving to 
interfere in the affairs of the churcb. 
" -This letter with its virtual nsscr 


tion that my visit to. the Vatican was 
not ouly unauthorised, but was so con- 
trary to what could have been exported, 
that the president hardly then believed 
that it occurred, was unintelligible ex- 
cept on the theory that he had resolved 
to repudiate all authority for my ac- 
tion and to-appear ignorant of :t, and 
was now writing a letter which would 
be Eerriccabb if needed later as evi- 
dence to support that position. Iu fact, 
this was the use to which the letter 
was actualy put by him in quoting it 
to persons not infornted of the facts, as 
will appear later. »felt that the only 
thing fnr me to do ill this situation was 
to tender my resignation at once t and 
that I immediately did, accompanying 
it by a letter to the president, of which 
I regret to say that I can find no copy 
To this I received the following reply: 


•"White House. Washington, D. C., 


Jon. 2», 1904. 
Dear Bellamy—I have, 


your letter. It is absolutely all right; 
We will treat the incident as closed. 
Nothing would persuade mo to accept 
your resignation, old fellow, and I am 
sure John-Hay fools as I do. When 1 
see you, I shall explain, as 1 do not.like 
to oc- on paper, both how full has been 
Hie steps taken by Hay in investigating 
the matter, and the use that "was made 
against me of your letter. I shall give 
Hay your note. \ Faithfully yours,

'"TBF.ODORF. ROOSEVELT.' 


"With this the incident closed, I hart 


followed exactly the president's request 
in seeing Pope Pius X. I had reported 
to him in detail my interview. I had 
put it squarelv to.him, that I had done 
nothing beyond what he had asked 1110 
to>do, and" he had thereupon lelt the 
aubjwt, nnt disavowing his authority, 
nor lissenting from any statement. 1 
accordingly accepted as sincere the cor- 
dial expressions with which he refused 
to accept my resignation, a* it was ap- 
parent that his irritation had -been 
caused, not by acts, but by the publicity 
which hod unfortunately been given to 
things which he wished to have done, 
but wished to bo kept sctret. 


Storer'a Statement Is False. 


'•Fortunately, I have the original ol 


tho letter of which Mr. Storer says he 
kept no copy, ahd it shows that Mr 
Storer's statement is fslae. This letter 
wes in answer to a letter of mine, which 
he quotes in part, but which in its en 
tircty is as follows: 


"'The White House, Washington, D 


C., Dec. 30, 1003. 
My Dear Bellamy 


(Personal)—In my last letter to you, ] 


• wrote you as to * report I had heard 
about your writing a letter concerning 
the dismissal of Hurst. This came ti 
me from an outside source, and I did 
not credit it. Since then Secretary Hay 
has sent me over a letter (o'f yours) to 
Senator Uanna, -which the latter pui 
be%re tho department, with a rcquesi 
that he be given information in order 
to answer you. Secretary Hay fesls 
of course, exceedingly Indignant over 
ytmr having written In such a manner 
to any outsider and feels that then- 
should be some official rebuke. Because 
of our vpersonal relations I wrote in 
this wav if you Instead. 
" 1 hardly think you could have 


thought exactly what ynu were writ, 
ing. 
You tay, for instance, about Uie

you have not intended to do anything 
lisloyal or improper, but surely, on.

rom you. Think of uie effect of your 
otter were it made publfr. 


" 'Let me repeat to you, that in ref- 


erence to matters affecting the Catho- 
ic schurch, events 
have 
conclusively 


shown that while you are ambassador, 
i'ou must keep absolutely clear of any 
leed or word which would seem to dif- 
icrcutiato your position from that of 
other ambassadors. The mere fact of 
the report 
in tlio newspapers 
about 


vour calling at the Vatican has had A 
very 
unfortunate 
effect. 
1 daresay 


you did not call, you may merely have 
Ken some cardinal privately; but the 
(Unpleasant talk over the affair crapha- 
rizea the need of extreme circumspec- 
tion while; you arcln your present posi- 
tion. While I am president and you are 
ambassador, neither of us in his public 
relations is to act as Catholic, or Pro- 
testant,, Jew qr_Gentile: and. wp_h*y« 
to lie careful not merely to do what is 
right, but so to carry ourtelves as to 
show that we are doing what h right. 
1 shall ask you not to quote rue to any 
serson in anv shape or way in connec- 
tion with any ntfair of the Catholic 
church, and yourself not to take action 
of any kind which will give ground for 
the belief that you, as American am- 
bassador, are ' striving to interfere in 
the affairs of the church.

"In response to this Mr. Storer wrote 


me a letter tendering his resignation, 
not, as he asserts, because of anything 
in connection with his visit to the Vat- 
ican, but solely because of his con- 
duct in the Hurst matter. In this let- 
ter, in answer to 
mine of December 


30th he makes absolutely 'no allusion 
whatever to what I said in that letter 
as to his call to the Vatican; this let- 
ter of mino "shows that I had then nev- 
er heard from him that he called at the 
Vatican and his absolute silence at the 
time shows that what lie nays now on 
the subject is a pure afterthought. 
He 


never in any way dissented from the 
slnteP'tr.ls I made in these three let- 
ters of December 19, 17 and 30, and in 
thia letter of January 10th in which 
he tendered his resignation, his whole 
concern was over his conduct in 
the 


Hurst affair. 
His letter runs in part 


as follows: (All the omitted referring 
also exclusively to the Hurst matter.) 


"'January Hi, 1904.—My Dear Theo- 


dore: I find in answering your letter 
of December "Hint I made an error of 
date. The letter I wrote to Banna, ns 
also the wrfting to yourself on the con- 
sul general matter, was after 22d of 
February, 1903. instead of in January, 
as I inadvertently stated. Since then 
I have received your second letter of 
30th December. 
" 'My writing any letter in the terms 


I did was inexcusable, and that I ad- 
mit fully and with the deepest regret. 
If in your judgment, it would clear me 
in Mr. Hay's eyes, will you hand him 
the enclosed note nf personal apology! 
Hut I beg you will do this or not, ns 
you think wise, ns 1 must not appear 
to try to escape official censure by per- 
sonal" repentance. Therefore, give or 
burn this note, as you deem best. Not 
to justify my writing at .all. or in us- 
ing 'tlie language i did, but to explain 
the affair. 1 must call attention to the 
difference of procedure in this consular 
case as to what t had supposed was 
iirowlent. All thfs is no excuse for a 
|«iblic olliccr writing ns I dirt outside 
of the 
department. 
If in 
weighing 


the matter it seems a* if I by my net, 
have lost the confidence of the secre- 
tory of st.itr, you miiFt, without rrgurd 
to "me, treat nie as you would any oth- 
er public ofhccr fnr the good of the 
service. Without the confidence of the 
department, tho work calinot go on. 
Fnr your sake, T should wish that my 
leaving the service might be made _ to 
appear a voluntary one, in the spring 
or early 
summer.- Also I 
think it 


would lie better to have it known after 
June; In spite of everything, it -.night 
make political gossip, which I should 
wish tn postpone until- the din of tin' 
campaign is ^on. 1. thank 
yon, , jay

lute loynlty in friendship to me and 
mine.

. "Peculiar Perfidy." 


There, could be no further confession 


of wrongdoing or more absolute throw- 
ing himself upon the mercy of his su- 
perior. It was this letter which I ans- 
wered, saying, as he has himself quot- 
ed, that I would treat the incident as 
closed and would not accept his resig- 
nation, and that I was sure that John 
Hay felt as I«did. With peculiar per 
fldy, Mr. Storer now seeks to turn this 
act of cordial, and, I think 1 may add, 
generous friendship on my part, into 
an attack upon mo by treating my re- 
fusal to accept bis resignation as nn 
:n<lnrscm'ont of his position in the mat- 
ter of the Vatican, to which there was 
absolutely no allusion whatever of any 
kind or 'sort in his letter of resigna- 
tion. 


"This bare recital of facts is in Itself 


the severest possible condemnation of 
Mr. Storer's disingenuousncss.

JAPAN AND 


THE SCHOOLS 


If President 
Roosevelt's message 


treats the Japanese question ns it is 
expected to do, it will see the whole 
Pacific Coast in a flame and will pro- 
duce more heat and bitterness 
in 


Congress than has been excited by 
any message in many years. So much 
is Already evident from (he attitude 
of those of the Pacific Coast 
Con- 


gressmen who have come to tojvn. 
Without exception they are worried 
and alarmed, the more so as they do 
not seem to Iiavc heard much before 
their arrival about the President's ru- 
mored intentions. How serious the 
situation is in their view may be seen 
from the fear expressed by one of 
them that, any attempt at federal in- 
terference would 
be 
followed 
by 


bloodshed. 
Members of the California delega- 


tion who have begun to arrive here 
arc learning with .surprise of tnc'now 
common report that the president's 
message to congress will 
not only 


touch upon the situation occasioned 
in California by the refusal 
of 
the 


San Francisco school authorities 
to 


permit Japanese to attend classes with 
white children, but will side 
unre- 


servedly with the Orientals. Few will 
permit themselves to be quoted up- 
on the subject, but privately nearly 
all arc bitter in their denunciations of 
the' administration's attitude. 


They do not hesitate to declare that 


the situation in their state is far more 
serious than is imagined by persons 
in the East. The Californians arc de- 
termined that the Japanese shall, b.: 
kctt from the schools attended by 
white children, and are firm in thcir 
dctcrmination to resent any attempt 
at federal interference. 


A member of the California dele- 


gation declared his belief today that 
any such attempt would be followed 
by serious,consequences. He said: 


"I fear (hat in such a case 
there 


may be bloodshed. The Japanese must 
be kept out of our schools. 
If this 


can be arranged peaceably, well ahd 
good. If it cannot, well the Japanese 
must go anyway. 
If tnc administra- 


tion bclicv-cs that it can coerce Cali- 
fornia into submitting to its demands 
it is making the biggest mistake ever 
made by tnc federal government. 1 
cannot believe that President Roose- 
velt has had so little foresight as to 
advocate such measures in his mes- 
sai»c. If it should become nccesiar/ 
however, let me assure you that the 
California legislature will not hesitat.' 
to pass a bill which will effectually 
bar the Japanese from our schools. 


"1 have read the treaty of 1894 with 


care, and am assured that there is .IK 
clause contained in it which the scg 
rcgntion of 
the 
Japanese 
in 
our 


schools will break. So far as Sccrc 
tiry Root's.attitude'is concerned, I 
am convinced that it is a bluff intcml- 
cd to npncasc the Janancse govern 
mcut.."—.Washington Correspondence 
of New York Times.

ORIENTAL RUGS 


Baron Henry RoltiKhild. the one mem- 


ber of thr turnout nuancial dvnasty wuo 
hat turutd his attention to mcdiciue in- 
stead of hankuut*. and v:ho hat hfcouie 
celebrated not oily at the leading ape- 
cblist in France, on maladies 01 chil- 
dren, but alto at the munificent founder 
of all aorta of hospitals and asyluint 
for afflicted chlldrea I» France, hat Ju»l 
delivered before, the Academy of Medi- 
cine at Paris an addreit which deaervrs 
careful attention, in America as well at 
n Europe. It conilsted of nothing more 
nor lets than a warning at to the gerint 
of maladies which are ton frequently 
ransmitted from the Orient by textile 
abrics and curios, and the baron urges 
all purchasers of such good* from the 
Orient to subject them to the most caro- 
tid diilufection before placing them in 
iheir rooms. Tlie baron cited numer- 
ous instances of dlsejisn. notably dys- 
eutery, etc., which had been imported 
from the far Kast Into families in Eu- 
rope in tbis fashion. 


How necessary is thil warning may 


be gathered from the fact that when- 
ever a rich Moslem dies—iu Persia, Cen- 
tral Asia, %vpt Turkey, etc.—hia body 
», in accordance with his dying request, 
almost invariably sent to Mecca or Me- 
tins for final burial 
The conveyance 


of the body, which fortunately is a mott 
expensive process, is effected for the 
most part'by means of camela, and, for 
ho trip., the corpse is always wrapped 
n several'of the most costly and valu- 
able of the rugs of the deceased. When 
the so-called "Caravan of 
the Dead," 


composed of hundreds of camels, each 
with a coffin slung on 
cither 
side, 


roaches its destination at Mecca or Me- 
dina, these rugs become the perquisites 
of the people who have had charge of 
the caravan, and who realize largj sums 
by their sale. They eventually find their 
w'ay into the bazaars of Smyrna, Cairo, 
Alexandria 
and 
Constantinople, and 


then--. to.tha JIOUWB of the. rich in Eu- 
rope, and in America. 
It may bo readily imagined that rugs, 


no matter how beautiful and artistic, 
hat have been used to envelop the in- 
fected corpic «f some old Turk during 
n camclback trip of several weeks across 
the desert, under the blistering sun of 
Arabia are not precisely calculated to 
prove conducive to tho health of their 
European or American purcha«rs. In 
the past many an epidemic in Cairo, 
Alexandria mid Smyrna has started in 
the hataars. or rather in tha* portion 
of the latter devoted to the aajle of rugs 
and many is the .time that the author!- 
tiea have been compelled to shut up the 
carpet bazaars just on this aeoount. - 


KAISER NOT 


AUTOCRATIC 


"Can you tell me of a single inslance 


in which our emperor hat put himself 
in opposition to the constitution? 
I 


do not think you can mention u single 
case, or that you will be able to meu 
lion one hereafter." 


This challenge was delivered by Prince 


Buelow. chancellor of the German em- 
pire during the course of n remarkable 
speech in the reichstag at Berlin, in re- 
sponse to attacks made by the Socialist 
and ultra-Radical deputies upon the al- 
leged absolutism of the kaiser. Prince 
Buclow's challenge has remained unan- 
swered, either in the imperial parlia- 
ment, or in tlie German press. Not even 
1m most bitter adversaries hare been 
able to bring home to William II a sol- 
itary instance, of infraction, of tlie con- 
stitution of the German empire and of 
tlii- kingdom of Prussia. 


>"ow, the constitution of the empire 


is a most hampering description, and 
leaves fur less authority to the k-Hiscr 
than the constitution 
of 
the United 


States does to its president. Thus, tile 
kaiser as such, bns no right of initia- 
tion iii the matter of imperial legisla- 
tion 
Moreover, ns emperor, he Ires 


no veto although ho now 
practically 


possesses on,-, by Ihc number of votes 
which he controls in the bnndesralh or 
federal council the votes being those of 
the kingdom "f Prussia and of certain 
other stati-s which may be rcli.'d upon 
to vote with Prusnia in every instance. 
The kaiser has not however, always 
controlled the- majority of votes of the 
Icuoral-eCiincil mi,] occasionally, ns ex- 
ecutive president'of the Germanic con- 
federation has bad to promulgate laws 
whMi as kin? of Prussia, he ha.l pre- 
viously oppose.! in the federal council. 
For instance, the law locating the su- 
preme court of tlw empire at Leipm- 
instod of nt Berlin, was bitterly op- 
posed bv Prussia and by its sovereign, 
who we're obliged 
to 
submit to H"

Egyptian Remains. 


The modern art museum is much 


more than a collection • of painting and 
sculpture gathered at random. It cov 
era so wide a range, both in time ant 
place, that its collections become an 
epitome of ancient'and modern civil! 
zaiiou as revealed in .art. There nri 
objects, for example, iu the Boston mu- 
seum which were' fashioned when th 
ancient civUization in the valley .of th 
Xile was still at its dawn. Visitors se 
statuettes in limestone and wood whic 
were carvw and painted nearly 3,00 
rears before the birth of Christ. Of 
later date is a recent accession, the sar 
ebphagus of King Thotmies I. who rivet 
from 15«0 to 1515 B. C. The grea 
stone, one of the first to be so used 
which was hollowed out to receive hi 
remains and was covered with quain 
carving was found in 1903-4 in th 
tomb of his daughter, Queen ITatshep 
sut, in the Valley of the Kings a 
Thebes. 
Xearly -everybody is, in a way, famil 


iar with Egyptian, art as seen in th 


• architecture of temples and 
Imria 
places. Less familiar are other evi 
denccs of the skill of the Egyptians. In 
eluded, in the Boston collection is a 
gazelle skin robe, mysteriously am 
wonderfully wrought, that has beet 
surmised to be an earlier form of th 
cphod of the Bible, a garment whic 
has' heretofore puzzled the learned. A 
first glance tho rol« seejns to be mad

Ehb'ws its main portion to consist of i 
single gazelle skin^. the effect of th 
meshes being obtained by piercing th 
interior with minute cuts about 40 t 
the inch and perhaps 100,000 in tota 
number.
